The Anglo-French forces appear to 
be making good their promise to 
reach Combles before Christmas. 
They are now said to have the Ger- 
man stronghold in France all but 
surrounded. In the east no such 
noteworthy gain as that made yester- 
day in the west is reported. Berlin 
reports the repulse of Russian at- 
tacks in Volhynia, Galicia and the 
Carpathians. Petrograd is still silent 
as to the operations on the eastern 
fromt. but unofficial advices say the 
Russians have begun a new offensive 
on a large scale in the hope of put- 
ting down the counter-attacks of the 
Teutons and piercing their front be- 
fore winter sets in. 


The Mexican situation shows no 
improvement, despite the fact that 
the joint Carranza-Wilson commis- 
sion has been in session at New Lon- 
don now for some time. The com- 
mission has accomplished much less 
than Villa has in the same period. In 
that time Villa captured Chihuahua 
City.

SAVE FOR SCANT MILE. 


London B eli eves that the G reat G erman 
Stronghold Must 


Soon Surrender.

ONDON, Sept. 25.— The allied 
troops today smashed forward 
along a thirteen-mile front 

north of the Somme. In a blow as 
heavy as any they have struck in 
the Picardy offensive they captured 
three towns, broke through several 


number of prisoners. 

Thus the only gap in the circle 
around Combies is the scant mile 
between the Morval-Combles road 
and Fregincourt. Munitioning of 
the village is now impossible. 

The British and the French moved 
forward in a combined attack. Haig’s 
troops assailed the German line from 
Martinpuich to Combies to the river, 
a distance of seven miles. 

Strong obstacles faced the British, 
but before the battle was over they 
had moved forward a mile along the 
whole six-mile front. Morval and 
Les Boeufs, lying directly south of 
Bapaume, fell and with them sev- 
eral lines of the new trenches built 
since the allies broke through the 
original defenses.

In 
fact, the State now is unable to buy 
any twine from the “Reguladora,” 
as the Yucatan sisal trust is called, 
and hag been forced to stock up to 
an unusual extent with the higher- 
priced Manila fiber. af

GRAIN DEALERS 
HEAR WILSON. 


President Tells Them How to 
Expand Our Commerce. 


will Open a New Era.

A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

BALTIMORE (Md.) Sept. 25.— 
President Wilson delivered a speech 
almost devoid of politics before the 
national grain dealers’ convention 
here today. Discussing ways in 
which American commerce can be 
expanded, he told an audience of 
83800 people that through the new 
Tariff Commission, the Trade Com- 
mission, the Federal Reserve Act, 
the Shipping Bill and similar meas- 
ures, he expected business men in 
this country to open up a new era 
for the nation. 

“The purpose of legislation in the 
immediate future in this country,” 
Mr. Wilson declared, “is going to 
be to remove all ingenious con- 
structions and make it perfectly 
clear what the liberties as well as 
what the restrictions of trade are 
in this country.” 

Every effort was made the 
President to keep the visit to Balti- 
more nonpartisan, but when he en- 
tered the Lyric Theater for his 
speech he was greeted with a four- 
minute demonstration which kept 
him bowing again and again. Many 
visitors were turned away. Ameri- 
can and Maryland flags were used in 
the decorations. The President 
spoke emphatically and several 
exclamation points, usually missing 
in his 
official copy of his speech. 

Regret that politics might inter- 
fere with the discussion of prob- 
lems facing American business was 
expressed by the President at the 
outset. He declared he had “a su- 
preme contempt for partisan action,” 
although believing in “party action.” 
He urged that his audience divest 
itself of “the consciousness that we 
are in the midst of a political cam- 
paign.” 


LATIN AMERICA. 

Once, the President, speaking of 
the nations of Latin America, said 
his “chief concern” had been to see 
that “nothing was done that did 
not show friendship and good faith 
on our This statement was 
greeted by the most prolonged ap- 
plause of the speech. 

Co-operation between the govern- 
ment and business men, between dif- 
ferent business men and between 
business men and their employees, 
was urged as the only way in which 
the United States can meet the com- 
petition of the world. 

“My dream,” he declared, “is that 
she will take her place in the great 
field in a new spirit which the world 
has never seen —— not the spirit 
of those who would exclude others, 
but in the spirit of those who would 
excel others.” 

After saying that until the new 
banking and shipping laws were 
passed the hands of American busi- 
ness men were tied, the President 
discussed his ideals for the few Tar- 
iff Commission. 

“We have admitted.” he said, 
“that on the one side and on the

other side we were talking theories 

and managing policies without a 

sulficient knowledge of the facts up- 
on which we were acting.” He add- 
ed that he hoped he could find men 
for the commission who will “see 
the facts and te them, no mat- 
ter whose opinio on those facts con- 
tradict.” 

FROM THE SPEECH. 

The President's speech follows: 

I want to speak to you about 
the business situation of the world 
so far as America is concerned. I 
am not going to take the liberty of 
discussing that business situation 
from the special point of view of 
your association, because I know 
that I would be bringing coals to 
Newcastle. I know that I am speak- 
ing to men who understand the re- 
lation of the grain business to the 
business of the world very much 
better than I do, and I knéOw thet 
it is true that, except under very 
unusual circumstances, such as have 
existed in ther immediate past, the 
export of grain from this country 
has been a diminishing part of our 
foreign commerce rather than an 
increasing part; that the 2 of 
our population, the deere“ e in pro- 
portion to that increase of our pro- 
duction of grains, has been render- 
ing the question of foreign markets 
less important, though still very im- 
portant, than it was in past genera- 
tions; far as the dealing in grain 
is concerned. I also remember, how- 
ever, that we have only begun in 
this country the process by which 
the full product of our agricultural 
acreage is to be obtained. 
The agricultural acreage of this 
country ought to produce twice 

what it is now producing, 
and under the stimulation and 
instruction which have recently 
been characteristic of agricultural 
development, I think we can confi- 
dently predict that within, let us 
say, a couple of decades, the agri- 
cultural production of this country 
will be something like double, 
whereas, there is no likelihood that 
the population of this country will 
be doubled within the same time. 
You can look forward, therefore, it 
seems to me, with some degree of 
confidence, to an increasing and per- 
haps a rapidly increasing, volume of 
the products in which you deal. 

But as 1 have said, I have not 
come to discuss that. I have come to 
discuss the general relation of the 
United States to the business of the 
world in the decades immediately 
ahead of us. We have swung out, 
my fellow-citizens, into a new busi- 
ness area in America. 

Il suppose there is no man con- 
nected with your association who 
does not remember the time when 
the whole emphasis of American 
business discussion was laid upon 
the domestic market. I need not re- 
mind you how recently it has hap- 
pened that our attention has 
extended to the markets of the 
world; much less recently, I need not 
say, in the matters with which you 
are concerned than in the other ex- 
port interests of the country. But 
it happened that American produc- 
tion, not only in the agricultural 
field, and in mining and in all the 
natural products of the earth, but 
also in manufacture, has increased 
in recent years to such a volume 
that American business burst its 
jacket. It could not any longer be 
taken care of within the field of the 
domestic markets; and when that 
began to disclose itself as the situa- 
tion, we also became aware that 
American business men had not 
studied foreign markets; that they 
did not know the commeres ot the 
world, and that they did not have 
the ships in which to take their 
proportionate part in the carrying 
trade of the world; that our mer- 
chant marine had sunk to a negli- 
gible amount and that it had sunk 
to its lowest at the very time when 
the tide of our exports began to 
grow most formidable in volume. 

BANKING LAWS. 

One of the most interesting cir- 
cumstances of our business history 
is this: The banking laws of the 
United States—I mean the Federal 
bank lawse—did not put the national 
banks in a position to do foreign ex- 
change under favorable conditions, 

and it was actually true that pri- 
vate banks and sometimes branch 
bank drawn out of other countries, 
notably out of Canada, were estab- 
lished at our chief ports to do what 
American bankers ought to have 
done. It was as if America was not 
only unaccustomed to touching all 
the nerves of the world's business, 
but was .disinclined to touch them 
and had not prepared the instru- 
mentalities by which it might take 
part in the great commerce of the 
round globe. Only in very recent 
years have we been even studying 
the problem of providing ourselves 
with the instrumentalities. Not un- 
til the recent legislation of Congress, 
known as the Federal Reserve Act, 
were the Federal banks of this coun- 
try given the proper equipment 
through which they could assist 
American commerce, not only in our

own country, but in any part of the 
world where they choose to set up 
branch institutions. British banks 
had been serving thelr merchants 
all over the world; German banks 
had been serving German merchants 
all over the world, and no national 
bank of the United States had been 
serving American merchants any- 
where in the world except in the 

6 „ as it were, d y 
refrained from playing our part in 
the fleld in which we prided our- 
selves that we were most ambitious 
and most expert, the fleld of manu- 
facture and of commerce, 

All that is past and the scene has 
been changed by the events of the 
last two years, almost suddenly and 
with a completeness that almost 
daunts the planning mind. Not only 
when this war is over, but now, 
America has her place in the world 
and must take her place in the world 
of finance and commerce upon 4 
scale that she never dreamed of be- 


fore. 
A DREAM. 

My dream is that she will take 
her place in that great field in a 
new spirit which the world has never 
seen before; not the spirit of those 
who would exclude others, but the 
spirit of those who would excel oth- 
ers. I want to see America pitted 
against the world, not in selfish- 
ness, but in brains. The first thing 
that brains have to feed upon is 
knowledge and when I hear men 
proposing to deal with the business 
problems of the United States in 
the future as we dealt with them 
in the past, 1 go not have to in- 
quire any further whether they are 
equipped with knowledge. I dismiss 
them fgom the reckoning because 
I. know that the facts are going 
to dominate and they know nothing 
about the facts, And the most that 
we can supply ourselves with just 
now is not the detailed programme 
of policy, but the instrumentalities 
of gaining thorough knowledge of 
what we are about. Every man of 
us must for some time to come be 
“from Missouri.” We must want to 
know what the facts are and when 
we know’ what the are we 
= know what the policy ought 


instrumentalities have we 
provided ourselves with in order that 
we may be equipped with knowl- 
edge? There has been an instru- 
mentality in operation for four or 
five years o which, strangely 
enough, American business men 
have only slowly become aware. 
Some four or five years ago the Con- 
gress established in connection with 
the department what was then the 
Department of Commerce and La- 
bor (now the Department of Com- 
merce,) a bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce, and one of the 
advantages which the American gov- 
ernment has had has been that it 
has been able to hire brains for 
much less than the brains were 
worth. It is in a way a national 
discredit to us, my fellow citizens, 
that we are paying studious men 
capable of understanding anything 
and of conducting any business just 


about one-third of what they could 


command in the field of business; 
and it is one of the admirable cir- 
cumstances of American life that 
they are proud to serve the govern- 
ment on a pittance. There are such 
men in the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce. They have been 
studying the foreign commerce of 
this country as it) was never studied 
before, and hav mmaking reports 
so comprehensive and so thorough 
that they compare to their great 
advantage with the reports of any 
similar bureau of any other govern- 
ment in the world and I have 
found, to my amazement, that some 
of the best of those reports seem 
never to: have been read. All you 
have to do in order to find out the 
details of some of the test fields 
of activity in the world in the mat- 
ter of business is to resort to the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
mérce; but there again the phenom- 
ena that I have been speaking of 
have displayed themselves in a very 
remarkable way. It needed 
the catastrophe and tragedy of 
this war to awaken Ameri- 
can business men to the fact that 
these were the things which they 
must know and know at once. 

And then, in addition to that, 
there was recently created the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 

And then, in the third place, you 
know that we have just now done 
what it was common sense to do 
about the tariff. We have not put 
this into words, but I do not hesi- 
tate to put it into words. We have 
admitted that on the one side and 
on the other we were talking the- 
ories and managing policies without 


@ sufficient knowledge of the facts 


upon which we were acting and 
therefore we have established what is 
intended to be a nonpartisan tariff 
commission to study the conditions 
with which legislation has to deal 
in the matter of the relations of 
America with foreign business trans- 
actions, Another eye created to 
see the facts!. And I am hopeful 
that I can find the men who will 
see the facts and state them, no 
matter whose opinion those facts 
contradict. For an opinion ought 
always to have a profound respect 
for a fact and when you once get 
the facts, opinions that are antag- 
onistic to those facts are necessarily 


defeated. 


Then, when the knowledge is ob- 
tained, what are we going to do? 
One of the things that interests me 


most about an association of this 


sort is that the intention of it is 
that the members should share a 
common body of information and 
that they should concern among 
themselves those operations of busi- 
ness which are beneficial to all of 
them, that instead of a great body, 
instead of a large number of deal- 
ers in grains, acting separately and 
each fighting for his own hand, 
you are willing to come together 
and study the problem as if you 
were partners and brothers and co- 
operators in this field of business. 
That has been going on in every 
occupation in the United States of 
any consequence. Even the men that 
do the advertising have been getting 
together and they have made this 
startling and fundamental discovery, 
that the only way to advertise suc- 
cessfully is to tell the truth. There 
are many. reasons for that. One of 
the chief reasons is that when you 
get found out, it is worse for you 
than it was before. But the great 
reason, the sober reason, is that 
business must be founded on the 
truth and you men get together in 
order to create a clearinghouse for 
the truth about your business. 

Very well; that is a picture in 
small of what we must do in the 
large. We must co-operate in the 
whole field of business, the govern- 
ment with the merchant, the mer- 
chant with his employee, the whole 
body of producers with the whole 
body of consumers to see that the 
right things are produced in the 
right volume, and find the right pur- 
chasers at the right place, and that 
all working together, we realize that 
nothing can be for the common ben- 
efit which is not for the individual 
benefit.

Agent of Department of Justice to 
Establish American Citizenship 
of Los Angeles Youth Who 
Fied from Army, Now 
Faces Death, 


Special Agent Blanford of the De- 
partment of Justice has been asked 
by the State Department to secure 
evidence concerning the American 
citizenship of Frank Stahl, who some 
months ago in London enlisted in 
the English army under the name 
of Frank A. Sibley, as a driver in 
the ambulance corps.

Stahl, or Sibley as he now calls

It is 
feared he will be executed by the 
English authorities and it is desir- 
able that his American citizenship 
be established, in the hope he may 
get a less severe sentence.

Stahl has two brothers living in 
Lompoc, and his mother resides at 
Hanford. Affidavits will at once be 
secured from Mrs. Sibley and for- 
warded through the usual diplomatic 
channels to the authorities in the 
English War Office.

IN HIGHEST COURT. 


Habeas Corpus Action is Taken to 
Supreme Tribunal in Interest 
of Father Who's in Trouble 
for Taking Children 
Awarded Mother. 


Application for a writ of habeas 
corpus has been filed in the Supreme 
Court by attorneys for John E. Sau! 
who has got into trouble because of 
his alleged removal of his two chil- 
dren, George and Dinah Saul, against 
the orders of the local court.

Home be Fixed First? 


The sensational divorce action 
brought by Louise B. Dahne against 
Eugenio Dahne, commissioner-gen- 
eral of Brazil at the San Diego ex- 
position, formed the groundwork for 
an argument in the District Court 


jurisdiction of the Superior Court of 
San Diego county and Superior 
Judge Thomas. 

The petition on_behalf of the wife 
prayed that Judge Thomas be com- 
pelled to hear her request for at- 
torney fees, court costs and main- 
tenance pendente lite, before decid- 
ing the issue raised by the husband 
—that the wife is not a resident of 
California and that she has acquired 
no separate residence apart from the 
home of the husband sufficient to 
enable her to bring an action for di- 
vorce under the laws of California. 
The matter was taken under ad- 
visement by the District Court of 
Appeal. 

August 12, last, the wife sued for 
‘divorce, alleging cruelty. She also 


declared she was without money to 
pay her attorney fees, estimated at 
$500, and court costs of about 3250, 
or to support herself during the 
pendency of the suit, and she asked 
for an allowance, 

The husband came back August 
21, when ordered to show cause why. 
he should not make these payments, 
with an answer attacking the juris- 
diction of the court, claiming as his 
residence the city of Porto Alegri, 
State of Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, 
and alleging the wife has no legal 
resdience in this State, 

Judge Thomas heard the argu- 
ments in behalf of the defendant 
upon the question whether the court 
should proceed to determine the 
residence of the plaintiff before tak 
ing up the hearing of ths order to 
show cause. August 28 the court 
the objections of Mrs. 
Dahne to the special appearance of 
her husband and then an appeal was 
taken to the District Court of Ap- 
peal, whene the question of juris- 
diction was the burden of the argu- 
ment. On behalf of Mrs. Dahne it 
was declared that the Superior 
Court should be forced to hear the 
order to show cause without re- 
quiring the wife to introduce evi- 
dence to prove the allegations of 
residence contained in her com- 
piaint, and that an alternative writ 
of mandate should issue.

COUNCILWOMAN HOLDS UP 
NEW TRAFFIC ORDINANCE. 


jitney-bus ordinance, but which 
really governs every vehicle 
that plies for hire, was postponed 
by the City Council yesterday be- 
cause of an objection by Council- 
woman Lindsey, who asserted she 
had discovered “a bug.” 
The ordinance, an emergency one, 
regulates the operation of vehicles, 
exclusive of those on railways, and 
places them under the control of 
the Board of Public Utilities, instead 
of the Police Commission. 
City Attorney Stephens explained 


the meaning of the ordinance as fol- 


lows: “This ordinance is not in ef- 
fect a jitmey ordinance; it is a 
transportation ordinance, and its 
design is to make Los Angeles safe. 
We have let automobiles run at a 
very careless rate of speed. This 
ordinance goes as far as we can go 
at the present time toward checking 
reckless driving. 

“Another purpose of the ordinance 
is to have some account of express- 
men who are not honest. There are 
few in the business, but they bring 
disrepute on the whole body.”

| The ordinance is supported on the 
ground that streets in the business 
district have become so congested 
by traffic that, in order to insure 
reasonable safety to life, limb and 
property, immediate steps must be 
taken to lessen the jam and the 
danger caused by it. This can be 
done only by strictly regulating all 
public vehicles, it is said. In the 
opinion of some members of the 
Council this can best be accom- 
plished by the immediate assump- 
tion of proper authority by the 
Board of Public Utilities. 

Councilwoman Lindsey, in defiance 
of the wish of six colleagues on the 
Council, held up the ordinance be- 
cause she objected to a section 
which would allow the Board of 
Public Utilities to say whether the 
public convenience and necessity 
would be subserved by the oper- 
tion of vehicles, She moved it, be 
stricken out. 

“You might as well have no ordi- 
nance without this section,” sald the 
City Attorney. 

“That particular provision ts vital 
to any effective ordinance,” re- 
marked Councilman Wright.

E arrest of Morris P. Light, 

inspector of precinct No. 527, 

on a charge of committing a 
fraud in connection with the elec- 
tion returns and the disappearance 
of the returns from precinct No. 3 
of the Soldiers’ Home District were 
sensational developments in the re- 
count being conducted by Superior 
Court Judges for candidates for Dis- 
trict Attorney.

Woolwine was forty-nine and for 
Helms seventy-nine. The count made 
by Judge Monroe gave Mr. Woolwine 
seventy-seven and Mr. Helms forty- 
six. 

Mrs. Mayme Jones, one of the elec- 
tion officials in the precinct in ques- 
tion, is said to have reported to the 
District Attorney's office that there 
were gross irregularities in the 
counting of ballots. Deputy District 
Attorney Keyes said she made the 
statement that she witnessed Light 
in the act of falsifving the tally 
sheets. For this reason Mrs. Jones 
refused to sign the official returns,” 
said Deputy Keyes. 

During the count being made by

BE BUILT HERE. 


Secretary of Agriculture Now 
Puaves the 


Lack of Fertilizer Since the 
Par Responsible. 


Means a Big Initial Money 
Investment Soon. 


An unheralded meeting between 
the officials of the eight kelp manu- 
facturing companies in Southern Cal- 
ifornia with J. W. Turrentine, rep- 
resentative of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, yesterday 
afternoon in the reception parlor of 
the Clark disclosed the interesting 
fact that Secretary of Agriculture 
Houston is preparing to use the 
$175,000 recently -appropriated by 
Congress for the development of the 
kelp industry in establishing here a 
government station that will demon- 
strate the way to manufacture the 


seaweed into fertilizer. This work 
will be started as soon as possible as 
the European war has cut off the 
supply of fertilizer formerly obtained 
from Germany. The business is too 
young in America, those companies 
manufacturing fertilizer from kelp 
being either too inexperienced to 
make large quantities or too ignorant 
of its crying need at the present 
time. 

The primal reason for yesterday’s 
meeting at the Clark was to organ- 
ize the present manufacturing forces 
and to eee how they would view pro- 
posed legislation regarding the kelp 
industry. Mr. Turrentine read over 
a skeleton bill containing the funda- 
mental laws necessary to govern the 
industry.as it grew. The officials 
present practically confirmed the bill 
as it stood. . 
COUNTRY NEEDS FERTILIZER. 
Several years ago the Department 
of Agriculture started to organize the 
fertilizer industry in this country, 
foreseeing a European war that 
would cut off the source of supplies. 
But it was not until the war had ac- 
tually done this that Congress saw 
fit to appropriate money for experi- 
ments that would tend to develop 
the industry. A thorough canvass 
of the céuntry was made and all 
preparations completed for an im- 
mediate campaign. 

It was discovered that while 
there are several kelp beds alone 
the Atlantic Coast, the greatest quan- 
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“Waste Paper Day” has 
been set for October 3 by the 
Board of Education, when the

The paper will be collected 
by a local company and pur-

REVIVES MOOD OF PAST. 


“LOTTERY MAN,” LIGHT TEX- 
TURE FARCE, AT BURBANK. 


By Henry Christeen Warnack 

With the kind permission of 
George M. Cohan, who would make 
the same concession to the United 
States Army in case ot actual war, 
the orchestra at the Burbank last 
night played “The Star Spangled 
Banner” at the close of the perform- 
ance. This was agreeable and pa- 
triotic. Music is always soothing. 
Besides, it is a reminder that one 
is in a theater and there are occa- 
sions when something of the sort is 
required. 

Well, perhaps “The Lottery Man” 
is not really as bad as that. but it 
is certainly a very thin-waisted affair, 
almost as much so as Lizzie Roberts, 
a part taken with pathetic fidelity 
by Caroline Rankin, the human 
clothespin. 

If you placed Caroline Rankin 
and a broomstick in the same corner 
you could not pick them out until 
one spoke. After that it would be 
easy, for Caroline is a far better 
actress than her lamentable figure 
would suggest. 

This may sound unkind, in view 
of the fact that the lady's figure 
is her own peculiar gift from heaven, 
but it is equally true that she is not 
compelled to put it on the stage. 
Tastes differ. Some like them thin 
and some do not. As far as the Bur- 
bank audience was concerned, Caro- 
line was last night the hit of the 
show. She plays opposite Beasie Tan- 
nehill, who is nearly as plump as 
Caroline is slender. It would be a 
great thing if people could be com- 
fortably upholstered and stop there, 
but human furniture wag never yet 
made to order. Neither can it be 
standardized. All men may be born 
equal, but no two women under the! 
sun ever were. 

All of the above may appear as 
carping personality, but “The Lot- 
tery Man inspires little else. You 
don’t come away from a show like 
this: one, filled with reflections on 
the “quintessence” of Ibsenism and 
the mission of the drama. That also 
may be a blessing in disguise, for: 
the man who talks about either may 
be honorable in his intentions, but he 
is never interesting. 

“The Lottery Man” harks back | 
some eight years to the period when 
the miodern rapid-fire farce had just 
been invented and was getting a 
deadly hold upon the American 
stage, a hold that has ond become. 
stronger with every fresh effort in 
that direction, unt ‘it haz finally 
blossomed into the sparkling rapids 
of such evanescent nonsense ws 

“Rolling Stones and “The Seven 
Keys to Baldpate. The demand for 


advanced so much since the first 
production of “The Lottery Man,” 
that the piece no longer has the 
sharpness to satisfy our somewhat 
dilled palates. New York is right 
now suffering from a play on much 
the same order, called “Seven 
Changes,” which Los Angeles ought 
to escape and probably won't. 

This lottery person sells tickets on 
himself at $1 apiece until 300,000,- 
000 women have taken chances. 
Then, of course, he falls in love with 
the One Girl twenty minutes after 
he has been committed to the ab- 
surd sche The Human Horror 
wins him and everybody is desperate 
until the elevator boy discovers that 
‘the detested old maid has stolen her 
ticket from the girl in the kitchen 
whose taste runs to janitors and who 
— ug not have the lottery man as a 

ft. 

Such a play owes us a good turn 
and it pays the debt and more when 
it gives us an opportunity to enjoy 
the delightful presence and witness 
the exquisite acting of Mennette 
Barrett, a lovely woman of grace and 
intelligence and ‘one whose enun- 
ciation is beautiful. 

Warner Baxter is comfortable and 
engaging in the part of the lottery 
man, and Frank Darien, always ade- 
quate to every demand upon his ver- 
satility, is cheerfully competent as 
the newspaper owner who gets the 
lottery man into that peck of 
trouble which makes the fun of the

HE ZEPPELINS. 
September is being made dreadful 
again by Zeppelin raids in England. 

Other ghastly features of this war are 
looked upon by the rest of the world with 
a sort of stunned resignation and philo- 
sophical equanimity. Even gas bombs and 
liquid fire are horrifying but com prehen- 
sive. The German General Staff may have 
Some secret military purpose in the Zep- 
pelin, but to the world at large they seem 
pointiess, futile and inhumanly cruel. - 

To any one who has seen the body of a 
poor English serving maid dragged out of 
the wreck of a Zeppelin raid with her worn 
patched cotton gloves sticking out from 
under the sheet the police threw over her 
to anyone who bas seen the shattered 
bodies of babies torn up by a bomb dropped 
into a tenement the Zeppelins do not seem 
to be playing the game. 

The Germans are not cruel people: they 
are not a people who do futile things. 
There is no doubt some important military 
reason for the Zeps that come dropping 
hell fre in through innocent roofs. But it 
is not @ purpose apparent to the world. 

If it is for the purpose of filling the Brit- 
ish people with terror, the Zeppelin raid 
is a failure. It frightens women almost to 
insanity; but it does not deter a British 
regiment from sailing for the front. 

The Zeppelins have killed several hun- 
dred people since the raids started, but 
not enough of them were soldiers to win a 
foot of trench or check a single charge. 
Considering the loss of the pitiful women 
and children from a cold-blooded military 
standpoint, their lost lives are a military 
gain to Great Britain in the face of a 
threatened food blockade. 

As to the destruction of strategic points 
and important military material, the Zep- 
pelins must be considered a failure. They 

have wrecked considerable property in Lon- 
don, but have done no material military 
damage and are not very likely to. 

But even if they had, or if they stood a 
chance of so doing, is it worth while? 

No matter how this war turns out Ger- 
many must live in the world after it is over, 
and she cannot live successfully in a world 
that is filled with bitterness and hatred. 

This problem would prove too much even 
for German efficiency. — 

Every Zeppelin that drops a bomb among 
the innocent noncombatants of England 
makes the future problem of living more 
difficult for Germany. 


TISON AND THE WAGE-EARNERS. 

“All of a sudden,” says the American 
Beonomist, “President Wilson arrived at 
the conclusion that ten hours’ pay for eight 
hours’ work is the need of the hour, ‘the 
judgment of society.” His deep solicitude in 
this connection is of recent birth. Not very 
long ago he was indifferent on the ques- 
tion; worse than indifferent, positively hos- 
tile to the needs and rights of American 
wage-earners. When President Wilson urged 
the passage of and subsequently signed the 
Underwood free-trade tariff law as one of 
the most gratifying experiences in his whole 
life he put three million American wage- 
earners on short time or reduced wages or 
cut off their jobs entirely. The European 
war, not President Wilson, gave most of 
these wage-earners work to do and money 
to save.” 

The eight-hour, stand-and-deliver issue 
forced upon Congress by.the President af- 
fects but a small fraction of the general 
body of American workers, about one-half 
of 1 per cent. 

What about the other 99% per cent. 
whose hours and pay are not affected by 
the legislation that has deen pushed 
through Congress at the muzzle of a pistol? 
| Where do they come in? 

Is President Wilson worrying about these 
Wage-earners? Is he rushing into joint ses- 
sions of the House and Senate to demand 
the remedial legislation that the other 99% 
per cent. will surely need when the Euro- 
pean war stops and the industrial invasion 
of- the American market gets under full 
headway? 

Has President Wilson any anxiety about 
hours or the pay of the eight millions of 
wage-earners who are certain to feel the 
disastrous effects of the inflow of cheap in- 
dustrial products from Europe when the 
war is over? 

No, President Wilson is not of 
these things at all. He is seemingly so- 
licitous about the labor-union vote next No- 
vember. Perhaps he will get that vote. 
Perhaps not. It does not seem probable 
that the general body of American wage- 
Sarner have memories so short as to for- 
get what happened to them in the first ten 
months of the Underwood free-trade tariff 
law, which President Wilson signed wi 
such joyful alacrity. 

It is true that the quick surrender of 
the President and Congress in the matter 
of ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ work for 
a limited number of rallroad workers may 
be regarded as a victory for organized la- 
bor; But it would be well for organized 
labor as a whole to be looking ahead. The 
time ‘is near at hand when a protective tar- 
iff will be needed to insure any hours or 
any pay. | 


EAD AND LIVING ISSUES. 

Lord Macaulay, in writing of English 
politics, said: “Parties often survive long 
after the issues which called them into. ex- 
istence have been determined.” Our own 
history illustrates the truth of this apho- 
-Tism. Events during the last two years have 
given birth to new issues, but of old issues 
there is not a single political question which 
preceded, which accompanied or which suc- 
ceeded the Civil War that is now fh issue 
before the American people except the tar- 
iff question. 

The Republican national platform prom- 
ises a return to the policy of protection and 
is clear and concise on other questions of 
national import, while the Democratic plat- 
form is a mediey and a muddle and con- 
tains little by which a Democrat could pick 
out his party on a dark night. The Demo- 
cratic leaders, under the guidance of Presi- 
dent Wilson formulated their platform as a 
Spanish cook prepares an olla podrida. He 
puts into it everything within reach, from 
chicken heads to sauerkraut, and when the 
mess is prepared the guests are expected 
to eat it with composure, if not with en- 
thusiasm, and for exemption from evil con- 
sequences to rely upon a mixture of Infinite 
Mercy with carbonate of soda.

OT REALLY HUNGRY. 
“Memory of good things gone before.” 


This is the latest definition of hunger by 


no less celebrated an authority than Prof. 
Carlson of Chicago University. Hunger, he 
implies, is in fact a state of mind, not a 
physical condition. And ever since the 
world began we have labored under the 
erroneous impression that hunger is the 
strongest incentive in human nature; and 
that it is palpable, insistent and, in ex- 
treme cases, painful. Will the time come 
when Bacon's “Essays” will ‘replace ham 
and eggs on the well-appointed breakfast 
table and Lamb's Tales“ be found as sat- 
isfying as mutton chops? 

This theory that the imagination rules 
everything has been overworked since Mrs. 
Eddy first made it popular. Human na- 
ture boggles this new development. At the 
same time it is true that the odor of beef; 
steak sizzling in onions, when it assails the 
nostrils, does affect the mind, making us 
believe that we are hungrier than we pre- 
viously suspected. When we can train the 
intellect till it dominates the stomach and 
can suppress the nose and the palate Prof. 
Carlson's theory will have a direct effect 
in reducing the high cost of living. 

But “memory of good things gone be- 
fore“ —1s this all the sense of hunger 
amounts to? If so, unless we are theoso- 
phists, how do we account for hunger tn. 
unweaned babies?

“The spirit in which he has 
wrought may be gauged as to its lit- 
erary as well as its ethical purpose 
by an examination of the change 
which be has dared to make in such 
a classic as Wesley's ‘Jesus, Lover 
of My Soul.’ Here is the first stanza 
of Wesley's hymn: 


Jesus, Lover of my soul, 
Let me to thy bosom fly, 
While the nearer waters roll, 
While the tempest still is high;

The National Bank 
Act made similar provision, but the 
system adopted, in so far as it per- 
mitted the banks to deposit part of 
their reserves in other national 
banks, has been held to be unscien- 
tific in providing for reserves which

only have these reserve balances 
been redeposited, resulting in a du- 
plication, or pyramiding, of deposits, 
but as the practice of allowing in- 
terest upon these deposits has ob- 
tained, they must eventually be 
loaned. out and therefore become 
available in case of need only in pro- 
portion as the loans could be called 
in. In consequence, an unusually 
heavy withdrawal of reserves at the 
point of original deposit meant, oft- 
entimes, a corresponding shrinkage 
of deposits at two or three other 
points, ultimately resulting in a con- 
traction of loans which produced a 
dangerous strain upon our entire 
financial system. Under the Federal 
reservé system, national banks must 
gradually transfer to the Federal re- 
serve banks all that portion of their 


reserves not required to be kept in 


cash in their own vaults. These re- 
serve deposits may be withdrawn 
only under regulations prescrived 
by the Federal Reserve Board, and 
subject to penalties. Surplus re 
serves, however, may be created at 
any time by the rediscount of com- 
mercial paper. 
Aside from the three principal 
provisions of the act, “to furnish an 
elastic currency, to afford a means 
of rediscounting commercial paper, 
to establish a more effective super- 
vision of banking in the United 
States,” probably none will have such 
far-reaching results as that contem- 
plating the collection of checks at 
par. The practice of paying indebt- 
ness by checks instead of cash or by 
bank drafts has grown apace and 
the expense involved in their collec- 
tion and the evils which have arisen 


im the attempt to reduce this ex- 


pense have presented some of the 
most serious problems that bankers 
and business men have attempted to 
solve in recent years. It was the 
evident intent of Congress that a 
check on a member bank should be 
collectible at par. In putting this 
into effect, it is inevitable that some 
banks—especially those which have 
been making a charge greatly out of 
proportion to the value of the serv- 
ice rendered—should suffer loss of 
earnings, and consequently much op- 
position has developed together with 
a tendency to criticise the Federal 
Reserve Board, it being overlooked 
that Congress, not the board, is re- 
sponsible for the measure. However, 
the circuitous routing of checks, 
pyramiding of balances, payment of 
drafts against balances representing 
uncollected checks and other unde- 
sirable features of the present 


method are so manifest that Con- 


gress will undoubtedly turn a deaf 
ear to all protests. 

The main purpose of the act, the 
establishment’of a system of true 
reserves, an elastic currency, and a 
means for rediscount, were imme- 


rapidly as possible the subordinate 
provisions have been put into ef- 
fect. 


In providing for the rediscount 
of commercial paper by the Fedefal

Now, when a 
member bank finds itself confronted 
by an unusual demand for money be- 
cause conditions are either abnor- 
mally bad or abnormally good, in- 
stead of calling upon its borrowers 
to pay up, or refusing needed addi- 
tional loans, the member bank can 
meet the situation by rediscounting 
with its Federal reserve bank. This 
is not a privilege, but a right: 

Failure of the National Bank Act 
of 1863 to make adequate provision 
for elasticity of national bank note 
circulation caused deep concern in 


the minds of thoughtful business men 


and students of finance for more 
than a generation before the cur- 
rency panic of 1907 afforded an ob- 
ject lesson sufficiently severe to re- 
sult in legislative action. The year 
following, Congress passed the 
Aldrich-Vreeland Act, which opened 
the way for the Federal Reserve 
Act. It was through the continua- 


tion of the life of the former until | 


the Federal reserve banks were in 
actual operation with their facilities

was saved, upon the outbreak of the 
European war, from what would 
probably have been the most disas- 
trous panic in its history. Provision 
for a currency both sound and elas- 
tic, combined with ample and im- 
partial opportunity for rediscount of 
commercial paper, furnishes a guar- 
anty of existence to properly-man- 
aged member banks, and through 
them to business interests. Recogni- 
tion of this fact is acting like oil 
upon troubled waters, and is en- 
abling business enterprise to ride 
safely and almost undisturbed 
through the storm of the European 
conflict.
